LONDON, Oct. 12 (AP). — The 
tert of Prime Minister Uhamber- 
lain’s House of Commons speech 
today, his sizth weekly war report 


follows: 

Last week in speaking of the 
announcement about the Russo- 
German pact, I observed that it 
contained a suggestion that some 
peace proposals were likely to be 
put forward and I said that if 
such proved to be the case we 
should examine them in consulta- 


tion with the Governments of the 
dominions and of the French re- 
public in the light of certain rele- 
vant considerations. 

Since then the German Chan- 
cellor has made his speech and 
the consultations I referred to 
have taken place. 

I must now state the position 
of His Majesty's Government. 

Before, however, I inform the 
House of the results of our ex- 
amination of the speech, I must 
ask the honorable members to re- 
call for a few moments the back- 
ground against which his propos- 
als appear. 


Correspondence With Germany. 

At the end of August his Ma- 
jesty’s Government were actively 
engaged in correspondence with 
the German Government on the 
subject of Poland. 

It was evident that the situa- 
tion was dangerous, but we be- 
lieved that it should be possible 
to arrive at a peaceful solution 
if passions were not deliberately 
stimulated and we felt quite cer- 
tain that the German Government 
could, if they desired, influence 
their friends in Danzig in such 
a way as to bring about a relaxa- 
tion of tension and so create con 
ditions favorable to calm and so- 
ber negotiations. 

It will be remembered that in 
the course of this correspondence 
the German Chancellor expressed 
his wish for improved reietions 
between our two countries as 
goon as the Polish question was 
settled, to which His Majesty's 
Government replied that they 
fully shared the wish but that 
everything turned on the nature 
and method of settlement with 
Poland. 

We pointed out that a forcible 
solution would inevitably involve 
the fulfillment of our obligations 
to Poland and we begged the 
German Chancellor to enter into 
direct discussion with the Polish 
Government in which the latter 
Government had already ex- 
pressed its willingness to take 
part. 

As everybody knows, these ef- 
forts on the part of His Majesty’s 
Government to avoid war and the 
use of force were in vain. 


Recalis Roosevelt Appeal. 

In August last, the President of 
the United States made an ap- 
peal to Herr Hitler to settle his 
differences with Poland by pa- 
cific means in order to prevent 
war breaking out in Europe. 

At about the same time the 
King of the Belgians, the Queen 
of the Netherlands, His Holiness 
the Pope, and Signor Mussolini all 
tendered their good offices, but 
equally in vain. 

It is evident now that Herr Hit- 
ler was determined to make war 

. on Poland and whatever sincerity 
there may have been in his wish 
to come to an understanding with 
Great Britain it was not strong 
enough to induce him to postpone 
an attack upon his neighbor. 

On Sept. 1, Herr Hitler violat- 
ed the Polish frontier and invad- 
ed Poland, beating down by force 
of arms and machinery the resist- 
ance of the Polish nation and 
army. 

As attested by neutral observ- 
ers, Polish towns and villages 
we mbed and shelled into 
ruins and civilians were siaugh- 
tered wholesale in contravention, 
at any rate in the later stages, of 
all the undertakings of which 
Herr Hitler now speaks with 
pride as though he had fulfilled 
them.

Hitler’s Basis Unacceptable. 

We must take it, then, that the 
proposals which the German 
Chancellor puts forward for the 
establishment of what he calls 
“The certainty of European se- 
curity” are to be based on recog- 
nition of his conquests and his 
right to do what he pleases with 
the conquered. 


It would be impossible for 
Great Britain to accept any such 
basis without forfeiting her hon- 
or and abandoning her claim that 
international disputes should be 
settled by discussion and not by 
force. 

The passages in the speech de- 
signed to give fresh assurances 
to Herr Hitler’s neighbors I pass 
over since they will know what 
value should be attached to them 
by reference to the similar assur- 
ances he has given in the past. 

It would be easy to quote sen- 
tences from his speeches in 1935, 
1936 and 1938 stating in the most 
definite terms his determination 
not to annex Austria or conclude 
an anschluss with her, not to fall 
upon Czecho-Slovakia and not to 
make any further territorial 
claims in Europe after the Su- 
detenland question had been set- 
tled in September, 1938. 

Nor can we pass over Herr Hit- 
ler’s radical departure from the 
long professed principles of his 
policy and creed, as instances by 
the inclusion in the German Reich 
of many millions of Poles and 
Czechs despite his repeated pro 
fessions to the contrary and by 
the pact with the Soviet Union, 
concluded after his repeated and 
violent denunciation of bolshey- 
ism. 

Can’t Rely on His Word.

In Accord With France, 


I am glad to think that there 
‘is complete agreement between 
the views of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment and those of the French 
Government. The honorable 
members will have read the 
speech which was broadcast by 
M. Daladier last Tuesday. 

“We have,” he said, “taken up 
arms against aggression; we shall 
not lay them down until we have 
sure guarantees of security—a 
security which cannot be called 
in question every six months.” 


Advantage has also been taken 
of the presence of the Polish 
Foreign Minister—whom me have 
been glad to welcome to this 
country—to consult with the Pol- 
ish Government, and I am happy 
to say that we have found entire 
identity of view to exist between 
us. 


I would sum up th 
His Majesty's Govern 
lows: 


Herr Hitler rejected all sugges- 
tions for peace until he had over- 
whelmed Poland, as he had pre- 
viously overthrown Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. Peace conditions. cannot 
be acceptable which begin by 
condoning aggression. 


The proposals in the German 
Chancellor’s speech are vague and 
uncertain, and contain no sug- | 
gestion for righting the wrongs 
done to Czecho-Slovakia and to 
Poland. 


Acts “Must Be Forthcoming.” 


Even if Herr Hitler’s proposals 
were more closely defined and 
contained suggestions to right 
these wrongs, it would still be 
necessary to ask by what prac- 
tical means the German Govérn- 
ment intend to convince the world 
that aggression will cease and 
that pledges will be kept. Past / 
experience has shown that no re- 
liance can be placed upon the 
promises of the present German 
Government. Accordingly, acts—~ 
not words alone—must be forth- 
coming before we, the British 
peoples, and France, our gallant 
and trusted ally, would be justi- 
fied in ceasing to wage war to 
the utmost of our strength. 


Only when world confidence is 
restored will it be possible to find 
—as we would wish tc do with 4 
the aid of all who show good-will 
—solutions of. those questions 
which disturb the world, which 
stand in the way of disarmament, 
retard the restoration of trade, 
and prevent the improvement of 
the well-being of the peoples, 


Primary Condition for Peace. 


There is thus a primary condi- 
tion to be satisfied. Only the 
German Government can fulfill 
it. If they will not, there can as 
yet be no new or better world 
order of the kind for which all 
nations yearn.

Either the German Government 
must give convincing proof of 
the sincerity of their desire for 
peace by definité acts and by the 
provision of effective guarantees 
of their intention to fulfill their 
undertakings, or we must perse- 
vere in our duty to the end.

The British press set the stage 
for the Prime Minister’s address 
by calling for continued war on 
“Hitlerism.” 

The conservative London Times 
declared “the Germans had better 
understand once and for all that 
Britain and France intend to see 
this business through.” 

The Daily Mail said that Cham- 
berlain’s reply undoubtedly “would 
effectively answer untraceable 
rumors, current in London iast 
night, that a peace plan is being 
evolved.” 

The Prime Minister’s speech was 
framed after long consultations 
with Britain's ally, France, and 
with the dominions beyond the 
seas. Chamberlain also conferred 
yesterday with Polish Foreign Min- 
ister August Zaleski. 

Indications that Britain is pre- 
paring for any eventuality were 
seen, meanwhile, in an announce- 
ment that public services commem- 
orating Armistice day Nov. 11 had 
been canceled in London and other 
large centers because of air raid 
dangers to large gatherings.

ALESUND, Norway, Oct. 12 
(AP).—A Norwegian fishing boat 
skipper asserted today that he was 
trapped in the midst of an hour 
and a half North Sea battle Mon- 
day afternoon between five British 
warships and about 150 German 
planes. 

The captain of the fishing boat 
Kvaloy said bombs dropped on all 
sides and the crew, fearing the 
ship would be sent to the bottom, 
prepared to take to the lifeboats. 

He said his crew could see neither 
ships nor planes were hit, but after 
the warships steamed away the 
men heard an explosion and saw a 
fire column on the horizon. 

The fishermen were operating 
near the Viking bank, the skipper 
reported, when suddenly a “huge 
number” of warplanes approached 
from the west and five British war- 
ships from the east. He estimated 
the number of planes at 150. 

They started dropping bombs and 
the ships answered with anti-air- 
craft fire. Soon the Kvaloy was in 
the midst of the battle, 

The warships moved at full speed 
following a zigzag course the whole 
time. The Kvaloy attempted to 
steer westward out of the battle 
zone, but the warships moved in 
the same direction. 


Finally the warships withdrew 
while the bombing squadrons dis-| 
appeared eastward. The skipper 
said the water was churned by a 
violent explosion as the crew at- 
tempted to pull up a net after the 
battle and he said he thought a 
bomb must have been caught and 
exploded when it was moved.

Against Maginot Line, 
Which Officers Regard 
as Suicidal.

THE HAGUE, Oct. 12.—A most 
serious conflict seems to exist be- 


twen Fuehrer Adolf Hitler and the 
German general staff, according to 
reliable reports reaching Holland. 

This conflict arose in connection 
with future steps employable should 
Hitler's “peace offensive” fail. Hit- 
ler is said to have demanded that 
the general staff start an offensive 
against the Maginot line. But the 


. Generals said that this would be 


courting defeat and described the 
plan as a “suicide attempt.” 

Hitler seems to persist and all 
signs indicate a heavy concentra- 
tion of German troops on the 100- 
mile stretch opposite the \Maginot 
line. The Germans have evacuated 
many buildings in cities near the 
Dutch border, converting them into 
hospitals, which indicates, first, 
that the Germans expect heavy cas- 
ualties from the coming offensive, 
and, second, that the Germans at 
present do not wish to attack Hol-

“It is exasperating that some 
Dutch cargoes were held up by the 
British near Downs for over a 
month before even undergoing ex- 
amination, while one captain was 
not permitted to communicate with 
his ship owners,” an influential 
Dutch spokesman said in private 
conversation. 

“We know,” he allowed, “that this 
is due to imperfect British organ- 
ization at present, and not to ill 
will, but we suffer most seriously 
nevertheless.

Ship Tossed in Storm. 

Many passengers suffered black 
eyes and bruises last Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, when the lit- 
tle ship “rolled litte a tin can” in a 
heavy gale. Tables were turned 
over. Sleepers were thrown out of 
their bunks. Much of the bar’s 
glassware was broken. Seasickness 
abounded. 

The ship’s surgeon was reported 
to have treated 80 persons, 


“The passengers suffered more 
from the storm than from the 
scare,” said the Rev. J. J. Judge 
of Des Moines, Ia. 

A group of priests issued a joint 
statement in which they praised 
the officers and crew of the ship 
but suggested that in the future, dn 
ocean-going liner be used to carry 
Americans home from Europe, 
rather than such a vessel as the 
Iroquois, which had previously been 
only in coastwise service. 

Among the. priests signing the 
statement were the Rev. P. J. Car- 
roll of Notre Dame University; the 
Rev. A. M. Griffin of St. Louis, the 
Rev. Terence O’Brien of Chicago, 
the Rev. M. J. Conneally of Los 
Angeles, Cal. the Rev. John J. 
Hennessy of Monticello, Ila. the 
Rev. Edwin Grimes of Philadelphia, 
and. the Rev. John F. Maguire of 
Angels Camp, Cal. 

Severe Storms. 

Their statement described the 
“severity of successive storms and 
rough seas” and “hourly rumors of 
torpedoing or bombing.” 

“We, wish to use this opportunity 
in order to thank our Government 
for sending its ships to accompany 
the Iroquois,” the statement con- 
tinued, “as well as for the charter- 
ing of the Iroquois itself to take 
us home. 

“The fact that we suggest an 
ocean-going liner, rather than a 
coastal vessel, for future evacua- 
tions, does not lessen in any way 
our appreciation for the Govern- 
ment’s thought of us.” 

Margaret Quilligan, Omaha nurse, 
who had gone abroad to visit 
relatives in Ireland, said the pas- 
sengers on the return trip had 
heard rumors for several days that 
“submarines were after us.” 

“But,” she added, “it was so ter- 
ribly stormy and everyone was so 


awfully sick that we didn’t have 
itime to worry. 

“The stewards were told not to 
answer any questions—which in- 
creased our. anxiety. 

“The captain told us not to be 
frightened—but we were somewhat,

and we were terribly happy to see 
those destroyers. The suspense— 
while we were not being told much 
—was awful. Some of us couldn't 
sleep.” 

“Your Ship Is to Be Sunk.” 

One of the radio operators, Wil- 
liam McLaughlin, said the first in- 
timation of possible danger to the 
ship came in a radio message from 
Washington, which announced, 
“Your ship is to be sunk.” 

“When I got to that word ‘sunk,’ 
I was pretty scared,” McLaughlin 
said. From then on the ship’s 
radio was tuned into German and 
British broadcasts, from which 
were gleaned further developments 
on the warning. Details were with- 
held from the passengers, however. 

An immediate search of all bag- 
gage, both below decks and in 
cabins and staterooms, was ordered. 

Each passenger was asked, “Have 
you a package anybody gave you to 
hold during the voyage?” This was 
asked, explained Maurice Utter, 
baggagemaster in charge of the 
search, on the theory that a time- 
bomb might have been handed to 
an innocent passenger. 

After the passengers had been 
told of the warning, lifeboa~ drills 
were held daily. In addition to the 
American flags painted on either 
side of the ship, an illuminated 
American flag flew from the after 
deck, and on the boat deck’ a large 
American flag had been spread to 
identify the steamer to planes 
above. 

Mrs. Mary Stiegelman of Balti- 
more, returned on the Iroquois 
from a tour of England and Ire- 
land. 

“Ship of Horrors.” 

“If ever there was: a ship of 
horrors this was the ship,” she said. 
“First they started searching our 
baggage, and wouldn’t say what for. 
Then we had a storm and every- 
one was ill. They made us go into 
the holds, dark, dirty holds, to 
identify our trunks. Some of us 
were so sick we couldn't go, and 
when we told them we couldn't go 
they told us they would smash our 
trunks open.’ 

She said passengers were re- 
quired to put all heavy baggage in 
holds and couldn’t take anything 
but light luggage to staterooms. 

“There was little water. They 
gave us water for a half hour period 
twice each day. We had-one storm 
after another. 

“When the captain made his 
speech, he asked every passenger 
if anyone had asked them to bring 
a package on board. He described 
this package, saying that it was 
about so large (indicating with 
hands that it was approximately a 
foot square). He wanted to know 
if someone had handed us such a 

age at Queenstown (Cobh). He 
didn’t tell us it was a bomb he was 
talking about and he wouldn't tell 
us. 
“The rumors that followed made 
us more worried. He said he had 
réceived a radiogram from Wash- 
ington saying the Britons said the 
Germans were going to sink the 
boat and the Germans said the 
Britons were going to sink the 
boat,” she said.

Submarine Scare An 

Howell Walker of Washington, 
who ‘had been in Ireland for two 
months for the National Geograph- 
ic Society, said he first heard about 
the threat against the Iroquois last 
Sunday.

The 
Cap Norte carried about 2500 tons 
of crude oil. Local companies had 
declined to supply the ships with 
fine fuel oils such as are used by 
submarines.

A Real Old-Timer. 


OOTBALL games between 

Washington and Missouri uni- 

versities are taken as a matter 
of course and few realize just how 
old the gridiron rivalry between 
the two schools is. As a matter 
of fact, starting as it did in 1890, 
it'is one of the oldest traditional 
meetings in the country, 

The oldest is that between 
Rutgers and Princeton which 
started in 1869 along with the game 
that bore first traces to the modern 
game. Yale and Columbia began 
to play in 1872, Penn State and 
Bucknell in 1881 and Harvard and 
Dartmouth a year later. There were 
some other rivalries inaugurated 
in the five-year period before Mis- 
souri and Washington first met. 


Away back, 49 years ago, Wash- 
ington began it with a 28-0 victory, 
the same season that hostilities be- 
gan between West Point and An- 
napolis, the two service academies. 

There have been lapses in the 
Missouri-Washington series. There 
were no games between 1891 and 
1898. From 1902 to 1918, the teams 
met every year.

A dash of trouble 
kept them apart in ’30 and ’31 but 
they have played every year since.

UTILITIES’ VALUATION 
IN STATE CUT 1.2 PUT. 


Equalizers Assess This Class in 
Missouri at Total of 
$428,901,740. 


By the Jefferson City OCorrespond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 12. — 
Gross valuation of all public utili- 
ties in Missouri for 1939 taxes was 
fixed by the State Board of Equali- 
zation yesterday at $428,901,740—a 
reduction of $5,111,177, or 1.2 per 
cent, compared with the assessment 


last year. 

A flat reduction of 10 per cent 
was applied to the assessment of 
railroads below the reduction rec- 
ommended by the State Tax 
Commission. The total for the 
railroads, after this cut was made, 
was $181,265,545, or $20,856,968 less 
than it was last year. Had the pro- 
posal of the commission been ac- 
cepted, the railroads would Mave 
been cut only $716,353. In that case 
there would have been a net in- 
crease of $15,029,438 for all _ utili- 
ties. 

Other groups were assessed by 
the board as follows: : 

Electric companies, $107,501,562, 
an increase of $15,990,542, more 
than half of which was in the 
valuation of Union Electric; tele- 
phone companies, $56,053,781, an in- 
crease of $1,755,095; pipe lines, 
$52,043,452, an increase of $1,739,- 
898; street railways (chiefly in St. 
Louis), $19,599,880, a reduction of 
$1,766,025; bridge companies, $6,- 
257,000, a reduction of $1,044,500; 
telegraph companies, $5,772,520, a 
reduction of $337,217.

Three New Conferences, No 
Longer Using Sectional Des- 
ignations, Organized. 


The three new Missouri confer-

ARCHBISHOP GLENNON 
RETURNS T0°ST. LOU 


Says Europeans Seem to Have 
Lost Old Enthusiasm 
for Fighting. 


The people of Europe have lost 
their old enthusiasm for fighting 
and if the common people of all 
nations were consulted there wéuld 
be no doubt about peace, Arch- 


bishop John J. Glennon’ said today 
upon his arrival in St. Louis fol- 
lowing a European trip which be- 
gan last Aug. 8. 

But the Archbishop was not 
sanguine about the hope of peace 
as he spoke of the depressing ef- 
fect of black-outs and sandbagged 
buildings which he observed in 
England, France and Switzerland. 

“They gave one a feeling of 
gloom,” he said. “It was much 
like watching a person dead.” 

There was a remote possibility, 
he thought, that a break in the 
power of some one of the rulers 
might give the common people an 
opportunity to demand peace, a 
step they probably would not take 
otherwise. ‘This he referred to‘as 
“something unforeseen.” 

Found Pope Worried. 

Pope Pius XII, with whom Arch- 
bishop Glennon had an audience 
Sept. 22 to report on the state of 
his diocese, likewise wag worried 
about world conditions. 

“Three times we spoke of inter- 
national affairs,” Archbishop Glen- 
non recalled, “and each time the 
Holy Father said, ‘I have done all I 
could.’ He would not call peace 
@ lost cause, and although he ap- 
parently felt there was little hope, 
he said he would ‘strive on’.” 

The Archbishop saw something 
more than black-outs and sand- 
bagged buildings. After preaching 
the sermon at dedication services 
for the new Cathedral of Christ 
the King at Mullingar, Ireland, in 
County Meath, his home county, 
he went to England and was an 
anxious passenger on a zig-zagging 
British ship which took him to 
France by a devious route from 
Folkestone, since the Calais-Dover 
line had been taken over by the 
military.

The principal speaker, on 
neutrality, was the Rev. Edward 
Lodge Curran of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
president of the International Cath- 
olic Truth Society. Among the 
speakers was Mgr. Leo J. Steck, 
chaplain of St. Mary's Hospital 
and diocesan director of the Con- 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine. 


Bishop Winkelmann’s Letter. 


Bishop Winkelmann, in his let- 
ter, dated last Saturday, said to 
Sievers: 

“With you, we sineerely regret 
the course of events that transpired 
in connection with meetings held 
under auspices of the United Christ- 
ian Front—Missouri Friends of So- 
cial Justice. Mgr. Steck has been 
most intimately associated with me 
in church programs and projects 
for the last five years and during 
that time he has given evidence of 
a disposition which at all times 
has been most charitable and 
Christian-like. 

“I am confident that Mgr. Steck 
was not aware that pamphlets 
which do a great injustice to you 
and which we all detest and abhor 
were being sold at these meetings. 
I believe you will agree with me 
that neither Mgr. Steck nor any 
one can be held responsible for the 
actions of one individual, who, in 
his fanatisicm, avails himself of the 
ready opportunity to sell literature, 
overwhich an organization or its 
officers have absolutely no power 
or control.” 


“Outrageous Libel Against Race.” 


Saying he had been shown the 
pamphlets, the Bishop called them 
“an outrageous libel against a race 
with whom we are all endeavoring 
to live in harmony and peace.” He 
added: “We sincerely regret that 
in connection with these meetings 
this outrage has been perpetrated 
against our Jwish friends in the 
city and I pray and hope that an 
affair of this kind will never again 
come to pass.” 

The pamphlets were: “Dupes of 
Judah,” by William Dudley Pel- 
ley, head of the Silver Shirts; “The 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” 
a purported expose of a Jewish plot 
for world domination, which has 
been proved to be false, and “Free 
Masonry.” 


President Crimmins, in his letter, 
referred to the pamphlets as “ob- 
noxious and spurious literature that 
normally would give offense, not 
only to one particular group, but 
to any honest, self-respecting man.” 
He pointed out that the publications 
had nothing to do with the purpose 
for which use of the gymnasium 
was granted. He added: “I de 
plore the fact and condemn it with- 
out qualification as utterly indefen- 
sible and unworthy of an intelli- 
gent person.”

Shipments of oil by 
way of the Danube have amounted 
to 90,000 tons since the outbreak of 
the war with half of that quantity 
destined for Yugoslavia and Hun- 


gary. 

Germany is reported to be trans- 
shipping barges trom the Rhine to 
the Danube in an effort to in- 
crease shipments. The Danube nor- 
mally freezes in late November.

Nazis Buy Bulgarran Food With 
Rumanian Oil. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Germany has agreed to buy $19,200,- 
000 worth of Bulgarian foodstuffs, 
paying for $12,000,000 worth of it 
by shipping Rumanian oil to Bul- 
garia and the rest in gold, it was 
learned from reliable sources last 
night.

Six students of the Washington 


University School of Dentistry, em- 
ployed as food servers and waiters 
in the medical school cafeteria, 
Euclid avenue and Kingshighway 
boulevard, were picketing and dis- 
tributing handbills in front of the 
cafeteria today as a protest over 
wage differences with the safeteria 
management. The students quit 
their jobs Monday. 

The students, who are paid in 
‘meals instead of actual cash, claim

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The only pos- 
sible external brake upon Soviet 
expansion in Finland is regarded 
here as a joint demarche in Mos- 
cow by the American, Swedish, 
Danish and Norwegian Govern- 
ments, but hopes of this either 
happening or proving completely 
successful are admittedly slight. 
Direct British intervention appears 
entirely out of the qtestion at 
the moment.

that Finland’s fate depends chiefly

The British do not quite see how 
the Finns can afford to fight if the 
Bolsheviks should elect to march 
in, but they also cling to the be- 
lief that the Soviets are not now 
ready to risk conquest through 
bloodshed.

needs rather than taking account of 
British timber requirements. In 
other words, Russia will not be sup- 
plied with quantities in excess of its 
normal needs and therefore will be 
unable to pass any on to Germany 
unless the Russian character sud- 
denly has undergone a change. 

It is pointed out here that Rus- 
sia never has acted against its own 
interests in the past and it is not 
to be supposed that it will curtail 
drastically its own industries for 
lack of these essential supplies 
which it can only obtain by import. 

The system of rationing which 
Britain has imposed on all neu- 
trals works as much in the case 
of Russia as other-“neutrals.” If 
this means that Britain is going 
to be short of timber, it is thought 
to be in a worthy cause. As Rus- 
sian timber comes from the north, 
the only feasible route for ship- 
ment is the Baltic and as Britain 
is not in command of the Baltic, 
it is assumed that the shipments 
will be made in Russian ships.. 
Of course, if the Germans seize 
tin and rubber shipments or sink 
Russian ships conveying the tim- 
ber, that is entirely a question be- 
tween Moscow and Berlin. While 
Britain would be sorry to lose the 
timber, it is inconceivable that 
many tears would be shed over the 
inevitable hard feelings between 
Moscow and Berlin. 

Although no other trade agree- 
ments with Moscow are down for 
discussion, it is possible that if 
this works well, there will be room 
for extending the arrangement to 
other commodities that each can 
supply the other.

PARIS, Oct. 12. 
HEN one gets tired of looking 
W« official communiques and 
turns his attention to such 
humdrum things as pickpockets 
and burglars, he makes the amaz- 
ing discovery that crime has defi- 
nitely disappeared from Paris since 
the coming of the blackout. The 
police now have nothing much to 
do except. steer taxicabs around 
the Place de L’Opera or shake 
down pedestrians for their pass- 
ports. 

A stranger, with some reason, 
may be puzzled about all this. Vir- 
tue was no thicker than usual in 
Paris before war was declared. 
Jails and courts had their cus- 
tomary run of patrons. So when 
the gendarmerie announced a com- 
plete reformation as soon as the 
blackout came and the avenues for 
thievery were made safe in the 
darkness, one ventured to ask how 
it had happened. 

Down where the trees are thick- 
est along the Champs d’Elysees 
stands a policeman named Girard, 
who, in the old days had a fair 
run of business. His beat was ideal 
for holdup and strongarm work 
—first, because bright lights cast 
deep shadows; second, because peo, 
ple who passed along that way gener- 
ally carried enough to make rob- 
bery worth while. All in all, M. 
Girard’s opinion of the phenomenal 
uplift of public morals seemed 
worth the asking. He was quite 
willing to deliver it. 


“New Spirit of France.” 
“Assuredly, monsieur, there is no 
crime in Paris,” he observed. “It 
is very simple being a policeman 
now. Everybody is thoughtful. 
Everybody obeys the law.” 

He paused to flag a town auto- 
‘mobile traveling with lights that 
he thought were too bright. “Now 
we have nobody to worry about ex- 
cept such lawbreakers as those 
who have not yet learned to see 
in the dark.

There.hasn’t been @ 
single case of assault on the books 
in my station ina month. All the 
burglars are tranquil. .

He almost purred in toying with 
this thought, 


“It’s true, of course, that we 
have been vigilant. We couldn't 
know that the thieves were going 
to give us co-operation. So we 
took steps. Paris is now under 
military law. The military au- 
thorities have vast resources. 
Guards were placed at what you 
would call hot spots. But also 
word was sent out in a nice way 
to criminals that their country 
needed them. The results have been 
very pleasing.” 

One naturally wondered what 
might have been the formula which 
the prefecture used in its call 
upon the finer sensibilities of the 
apaches and their like. One 
thought perhaps it might have its 
uses in other better. lighted com- 
munities, M. Girard was willing 
to tell about that also,

It hasn’t gone to trial because two St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Judges have sustained the Dickmann company 
in its game of delay and evasion. The technical 
ruling of Judge Kirkwood, upholding the company’s 
dilatory motion last April, was questionable enough. 
That of Judge Connor Tuesday is such a splitting 
of hairs that it condemns itself. 

We need to have each part of this foul business 
in proper order to appreciate just what is being 
done in the courts to a case which is an offense 
against all St. Louis, against the authority of Mis- 
souri. Here is the chronology: 

When the State Finance Department filed suit to 
recover—a course which the State could not avoid 
after the Post-Dispatch disclosure of wholesale straw 
party deals at the expense of closed bank depositors 
—the Dickmann company attacked the State’s petition 
as insufficient to send the case to trial. 

Several months passed. Then Judge Kirkwood, who 
had approved another straw party sale of the Dick- 
mann company of closed bank: property, ruled that 
the company was right. This ruling forced the State 
either to drop the suit or to amend its petition so 
as to charge unequivocally that the Dickmann com- 
pany had withheld vital facts from the court, the 
Finance Department and the depositors. The Fi- 
nance Department promptly so amended. 

This should have joined the issue of fraud alleged 
by the State and denied by the company and so have 
sent the case to trial. But no. The company now 
moved again to have the case dismissed. Six months 
passed. This brings us to Tuesday and Judge Con- 
nor’s finespun ruling, the gist of which was that 
the State’s suit was a “collateral attack” on the 
original order of sale, whereas the State should have 
moved directly to set the sale aside. 

This, we repeat, is hairsplitting. It is more than 
that. It is very dubious law. Even if it could be 
done, there is no need to set this sale aside. This is 


purchaser who now holds it. This is a suit to recover 
profits which the company had no right to. It is 
a suit to make the Dickmann company disgorge from 
its cashbox. Let that suit go to trial on its merits. 
This case involves the Mayor of St. Louis. 
It involves the reputation of the Circuit bench 
of St. Louis. 
It involves the authority of the State of Missouri, 
through its Finance Department, as custodian of 
the property of closed banks. 
It involves the assets of bank depositors, 
It cannot be allowed to collapse. Whatever pres- 
sures are brought, the State must withstand “them. 
Whatever maneuvers are made, the State must meet 
them. This Dickmann business must be cleaned up! 
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AN EXAMPLE FOR MISSOURI.

The in- 
action and bad news of recent weeks would have been 
forgotten in jubilation over the new national heroes 
and their feat.

James Seward has been paroled—at last. 

In July, 1938, Albert 8. Ennis, a lawyer of Festus, 
Mo., apropos a Post-Dispatch editorial on the famous 
Scottsboro case, asked why we should go to Alabama 
in the interest of juétice when “we have in our own 
‘Missouri penitentiary a’ man who ia;serving a life 
sentence for murder and who has been incarcerated 
for more than 17 years, when five co-defendants are 
all free, acquitted by juries.” 

The Post-Dispatch published Mr. Ennis’ question, 
together with masses of facts about the case, for 
the consideration of the Parole Board. Whether 
Seward is guilty of killing Andrew Deck, a pro- 
hibition informer, at Herculaneum, Mo., on Feb. 
20, 1921, we do not know. We do know that Mr. 
Ennis, who is an authority on the case, has the 
word of the foreman of the jury that Seward would 
not have been convicted if certain evidence which 
came to light after the trial had been presented. 
We do know that Speaker Christy of the Missouri 
House of Representatives has long been convinced 
of Seward’s innocenc In a letter to this news- 
paper on Aug. 3, 1938, he wrote: “I have followed 
this case from its inception, and have become more 
and more convinced that Seward is innocent of the 
crime for which he was convicted.” We do know that 
former State Senator A. L. McCawley, who helped 
save Seward from the original death sentence im- 
posed on him, regards the Seward case a8 a gross 
miscarriage of justice. The same view was ex- 
pressed by former Lieut.-Gov. Hiram Lloyd, who, as 
acting Governor, commuted Seward’s sentence to life 
imprisonment. : 

These disinterested citizens united in urging 
Seward’s parole, giving cogent arguments for it. 
Numerous articles were printed reviewing the case 
from its beginning and making the point that, even 
if Seward did kill Deck, certain mitigating circum- 
stances, plus an excellent record in prison, entitled 
him to a parole. The impressive thing about the 
case is that the men who advocated parole did not do 
so because of:Seward’s position in society, for he 
never had one, nor because of his wealth, for he is 
poor, nor because of his political connections, for he 
is devoid of them, but because they were interested 
in justice. 

The Parole Board refused to act. And, in the long, 
long months since the case was brought to its 
attention, it has paroled many a criminal whose 
record is not as good as Seward’s, whose crimes weré 
worse, whose chances of becoming good citizens were 
not nearly so good. Never in that time has the board 
given out a statement as to why it did not approve 
Seward’s application. 
drawn from this is that it had no good reason 
for not granting the parole. 

At last, the Parole Board is forced into action by 
the compelling facts of the case. But meanwhile it 
has taken 15 months more of Seward’s life from him 
—15 months added on to 17 years, and by paroling 
him now has confessed that it might just as well have 
paroled him last year, 

May Seward so live, in the years that are left to’ 
him, as to shame this exhibition of bureaucratic 
tyranny. 
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THE RETURN OF WILNO. 

The play of power politics in the Baltic region has 
brought a mad shuffling of boundaries, populations 
and sovereignties, and one act of justice: the return 
of Wilno to Lithuania. When Lithuania was a mighty 
nation, six centuries ago, Wilno was its capital. The 
long period of Russian captivity ended with the World 
War, and the peace treaty awarded the city to the 
reconstituted nation. But a band of Polish raiders 
captured Wilno in 1920, and Poland refused to give 
it up. The dogged Lithuanians maintained their 
claim, and never. ceased to protest until Poland, in 
March, 1938, mobilized against its weaker neighbor 
and forced resumption of diplomatic relations. 

Poland’s cause in its time of ordeal was consider- 
ably weakened by this past episode of conquest, and 
also by the more recent grab of Teschen when Czechvu- 
Slovakia was dismembered. Now the stolen property 
is returned to its rightful owner when the latest 
raider finds it among his spoils. Lithuania becomes 
in effect a satellite of Russia, by the new treaty, but 
the blow ig softened by regaining the ancient city. 
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To bring the fairy tale strictly up to date, the wolf 
would have to sign a mutual assistance treaty with 
Little Red Ridinghood’s grandmother. 
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SHORT-SIGHTED PROTESTS. 

Missouri fishing resort owners and operators are 
complaining about the closing of the fishing season 
from Jan. 1 to May 15 by the State Conservation 
Commission. They say that this will reduce their 
patronage, and that the regulation against the tak- 
ing of native minnows for sale will work a further 
hardship on them. 

That the resort business will be curtailed by these 
regulations cannot be denied. The Conservation 
Commission, however, was not set up by the people 
of Missouri to serve the immediate interests of the 
resort keepers alone. Missouri voters went to the 
polls in 1936 to place wildlife care on a scientific 
basis. They had had enough of conservation which 
was a blend of politics and commercialism and little 
else. The vote three years ago was in essence a 
vote to put wildlife regulation in the hands of pro- 
fessional] conservation workers, who would open and 
close seasons as wildlife conditions required. 

This is precisely what the Conservation Commis- 
sion is seeking to do with its regulation-making 
power. The fishing regulations and the closed sea- 
son on raccoons and foxes are based on fish and 
game conditions. As these conditions change the 
regulations will change. The Commission may rest 
assured that it is being supported generally, not- 
withstanding the short-sighted complaints of those 
who would deplete wildlife in Missouri for the sake 
of personal pleasure or profit. ; 

If the resort owners will think about this a little 
longer, they will realize that regulations which will 
increase fish and game will increase their business 
in the long run, The income in Missouri from hunt- 
ing and fishing is small compared with that of 
Wisconsin and other states which have restored wild- 
life through scientific propagation and care,

CERTAIN lack of candor and consis- 
A tency on both sides enters the debate 
bill in the Senate. The main issue—éhall 
the arms, ammunition and airplane embargo’ 


against belligerents be repealed?—-will be 


plain enough. But the real reasons for the 
effects of the administration’s chief pro- 
posal will be the elements on which the 
camouflages of oratory will be hung. 

Actually, the Pittman bill, like its prede- 
cessors, is not a neutrality measure at all. It 
is a measure for’ “the better protection of 
our national defense,” as Charles Warren, 
the eminent Supreme Court historian and 
international lawyer, has vainly urged that it 
be styled. Its practical animations are two- 
fold: (1) that by cash-and-carry arms and 
airplane purchases the British and French 
will be better enabled to hold the totalitari- 
an states at a safe distance from the West- 
ern Hemisphere; (2) that by establishing an 
arms industry in this country the United 
States will be much better prepared for any 
eventuality of war. 

Legally, the repeal of the embargo against 
belligerents after the outbreak of war is 
wholly within the right of the United States 
under international law and customs; and the 
existing embargo is also an exercise of un- 
disputed national rights. John Bassett 
Moore, Charles Warren, E. M. Borchard, 
Philip C. Jessup and other authorities have 
all expressed this view firmly, 

Nevertheless, the administration forces— 
following the arguments made by the Presi- 
dent in his message—contend that repeal is 
a “return to international law,” while the 
embargo is contrary to its spirit. The oppo- 
sition, agreeing with the authorities quoted 
above, that the exising embargo ia within 
international law, argue that repeal is a vio- 
lation. This is one example of the lack of 
candor which the congressional tacticians 
believe to be required. 


On the practical points, administration 
spokesmen cling to their profession that the 
Pittman bill is a neutrality move in that it 
cofrects an unneutral situation—the disad- 
vantage at which the émbargo places Great 
Britain and France. This is insincere and 
inaccurate. The other side scoffs at the 
claim of re-establishing a neutral ‘ 
and in this it is both accurate and sincére. 

But this will be as far as their candor 
takes them. Many among them decline to 
accept the plain facts that the better the 
Allies are equipped for war, the farther 
away from the United States will be the 
orbits of the totalitarians. And they have 
thus far shown no disposition to examine 
honestly the impressive evidence that repeal 
is an essential step in national and hemi- 
sphere defense. . 

They have also shrunk from the logical de- 
velopment of their position inte a demand 
that an embargo should also be to 
the 90 per cent of war-making rll sang Sho 
available to the Allies, and unavailable 
Germany, under the terms of the ot ‘they 
would retain, For cargoes of thia type are 
as objectionable and menacing to Germany 
as arms.

And until the text was modi- 
fied, it provided a clean sweep of American 
shipping and commercial airplanes from 
three-quarters of the seas and air lanes of 
the world.

OME Americans have been wondering 
where Great Britain and France would 
get money to pay for munitions, airplanes 
and other war supplies they want to buy in 
the United States. The answer is that they 
already have here enough money to finance 
their American purchases for a fairly long 
war. The two countries, by liquidating al 
their readily negotiable public and privat 
credits here, could raise $8,426,000,000 for war 
buying. 

Today the United States holds gold 
serves of $5,737,0000,000 for Great Britain, 
her dominions and France. Private dollar 
balances of these countries in American 
banks amount to $1,269,000,000. In addition, 
the Allies have nearly a billion dollars in pri- 
vately owned and easily liquidated stocks 
and bonds, not to count a sum, more than 
50 per cent larger, invested in real estate and 
industrial plants and not readily negotiable. 

It is anticipated that Great Britain and 
France will take over all privately bey 
American securities in their countries, g 
ing their own government bonds in & 
change. At the outset of the war, England 
forbade her subjects from selling theif 
American securities. These securities can be 
liquidated quickly in New York; and if they 
are sold in an orderly manner, their sale 
should mot depress prices much, if at all 
Liftg of the arms embargo should bring 
a bullish movement more than sufficient 
take care of the otherwise depressive effect 
of allied selling. 

Germany, on the other hand, has only § 
negligible amount of money and ne 
credits in the United States. Even if she 
were not hampered by the British blockade, 
she could do little buying here. Her mais 
war imports is throug? 
Italy, Russia and the Balkans, all of which 
are uncertain sources of supply that likely 
will be insufficient for her needs.

Moscow Real Winner. 


The second stage of the Com- 
munist advance began with the 
supposedly final delimitation of 
Russian and German “spheres of 
influence” in Poland. This line 
was pushed considerably farther 
east than the first demarcation 
line so that Germany got some- 
thing like two-thirds of the area 
and possibly three-fourths of the 
population of Poland. 


On the face of it, this looked 
like a setback for Russia and Com- 
munism. But the face ot things 
soon altered. Russia and Com- 
munism withdrew somewhat from 
Poland—but sprang forward on 
both wings, toward the north and 
toward the south. And, incidental- 
ly, kept the wheat, the timber and 
the mineral oil in Poland, too. 


So far, Russia and Communism 
have won the second world war 
and eyerybody else has lost it. 
What does Germany. hope to get 
in the end from its partnership 
with Moscow? The destruction of 
Western European democracy? 
Presumably. But what else may 
be destroyed in the process, too?

CHOICE FOR ROAST 


Tender Cut Has Fine Flavor 
and Should Be Cooked 
Thoroughly. 


One of the choice cuts of pork 
is the loin roast. 
ways is a favorite whenever 
served. 

The loin roast contains the back 
bone and the upper portion of the 
ribs, The back bone should be 
separated from the ribs at the mar- 
ket in order to make this cut éasy 
to carve. 

For a festive occasion, have the 
rib ends Frenched, that is, the meat 
removed from the ends of the 
bones. 
served, decorate the rib ends with 
paper frills, either white or a deli- 
cate color to harmonize with your 
table decorations. 

In order to roast pork to perfec- 
tion, be sure that the oven tem- 
perature is low so that the meat 
will cook slowly. Pork always 
should be cooked until thoroughly 
done so that its full flavor will be 
brought out, 

Roasting Directions. 

Place the loin roast on a rack 
in an open roasting pan. Place 
the rib side down and fat side up 
so that the bone ends will not be 
charred. When placed in this posi- 
tion the fat melting over the top 
eliminates all necessity for basting 
by hand during the cooking. Season 
the meat with salt and pepper. If 
you use a meat thermometer, make 
an incision and insert the ther- 
mometer so that the bulb reaches 
the center of the thickest part. 
Place in a moderately slow oven 
(350 degrees) and roast without 
adding water or covering the pan. 
Allow about 30 minutes per pound 
for roasting pork loin, Pork is 
always cooked to the well done 
stage to develop the full richness 
of its flavor. The meat thermom- 
eter will register 185 degrees 
Fahrenheit when the roast is done. 

Fruit Enhances Pork Flavor. 

Roast loin of pork may be dressed 
up in tasty fashion by using a fruit 
accompaniment. 

The roast pork may be garnished 
by slices of apples which were 
simmered in syrup. Sprigs of 
parsley and the dainty frills add 
to the tempting appearance. 

Green pepper cases, filled with 
piccalilli and parsley, form an un- 
usual and delicious accompaniment. 

Large onions, stuffed with bread 
dressing, and placed around the 
meat about an hour before the end 
of the cooking time, will go well 
with this roast. 

Make gravy from some of the 
drippings, after the roast is re- 
moved to a platter.

Purpose for Which Apple Is 
Used Dictates Choice——Con- 
tain Three Vitamins.

An open fire, a diverting book, a 
bowlful of apples—that's one per- 
fect setting for a pleasant evening. 
This fall and winter—if there is 
plenty of firewood on hand, good 
literature within reach—many such 
evenings are in store for those 
who enjoy them. Good news to ap- 
ple munchers who start straight- 
way to consume their share is that 
this year there will be big supplies 
of the earlier apples, especially 
those that are good for eating 
fresh out of hand. Apple prices so 
far this season have been fairly 
low. 

There’s no better reason for eat- 
ing apples than their appealing 
flavor and crunchiness. But red 
or yellow, striped or blushed, an 
apple is also a worthwhile bit of 
nourishment. Eaten with the skin 
on, it helps to keep the digestive 
tract of a person in normal health 
in good order. Also, a good deal of 
the mineral content of the apple 
is near the skin. Apples contribute 
small amounts of three vitamins— 
C, B and G. These contributions, es- 
pecially of vitamin C, take on im- 
portance when the apple is a fre- 
quent item in the diet. 

Uppermost in the mind of the 
woman who buys apples should 
be the purpose for which she wants 
them. For, as any little boy knows, 
there are some apples that are 
best just as they come off the 
tree, others more tart and firm, 
which are best left alone until 
the cook gets around to doing 
something about them. Still oth- 
ers are good either way, although 
for cooking they needn’t be fully 
ripe, as they should be for eating 
raw. 

Useful in apple selection is an 
ability to recognize the more im- 
portant commercial varieties, to 
know what sort of an apple each 
is. General purpose apples on the 
market are Jonathans and Grimes 
Golden. Balwin, Stayman and 
Northern Spy will be ready by No- 
vember. Winesap and Yellow New- 
ton are later varieties. Three cook- 
ing apples, Rome Beauty, York 
Imperial, and Rhode Island Green- 
ing, come along in November. De- 
licious and McIntosh, for eating 
raw, are ready now. 

If there is a cool place to store 
apples; it may be economical to 
buy them by the bushel or the 
barrel. Best place to store them 
at home is in a cellar with a dirt

Before buying apples in large quan- 
tities, however, it is a good idea 
to buy a sample lot first. For while 
appearance and good color may 
indicate good quality, they do not 
insure it. 

There’s no fruit on earth that 
assumes more forms, takes on more 
guises than the apple. It pours 
out of the cider press in a spark- 
ling liquid. It appears in tender, 
transluscent jelly. It goes into 
spicy apple butter. It may be dried 
or canned. And raw or cooked, it 
makes up dishes that fit into a meal 
ali along the’ line from fruit cup 
to dessert: 

Most important thing to remem- 
ber in cooking apples is to be spar- 
ing with water, because the fruit is 
over four-fifths water and much of 
this cooks out. Use only enough 
water in applesauce to cook the 
fruit soft without scorching. Put 
just enough in baked apples to 
keep them from sticking to the 
pan. Use none in scalloped apples, 
pie, or apple brown betty. 

Spices in moderation add 
piquancy to apple dishes. Cinna- 
mon and nutmeg blend in with the 
delicate apple flavor without steal- 
ing the taste spotlight. Sprinkle 
nutmeg on applesauce just before 
it is to be eaten, otherwise, it is 
likely to make the flavor bitter as 
the sauce stands. Bring out apple 
flavor with a bit of salt. 

Apples are good joiners, too, in 
other salads, scalloped or fried with 
different vegetables, served with 
meat. Glazed in rings they are 
good served hot with the main 
‘course of a meal, or chilled as a 
relish for cold cuts of meat or 
cheese. And stuffed rib pork chops 
with baked apples make a dish 
that’s as pleasant to behold as it is 
to eat. 

To prepare, cut a pocket in each 
chop. Sprinkle each with salt and 
pepper, rub lightly with flour, Sear 
on both sides in a heavy, hot skillet. 
Then fill each chop with well-sea- 
soned stuffing and skewer the 
edges together with toothpicks. Lay 
on a rack in a backing dish or 
pan with cover. Place half an 
apple,.cored but not pared, cut side 
down on each chop. Cover closely 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 45 minutes or until the meat 
is tender. Lift the chops and ap- 
ples onto a hot platter.

Mrs. Frances Glasemann, who

reporter today that she stood to 
jose $471 of $760 she had invested 
in monthly payments with a Mis- 
suri installment investment con- 


cern. 


Mrs. Glasemann, prompted by an 
article in the Post-Dispatch describ- 
ing a report by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission on sharp 
practices of installment investment 
concerns, said she was persuaded 
to begin monthly payments in 1937 
by a salesman’s glowing promises 
of large profits. The salesman rep- 
resented to her, she said, that she 
could get her money back, with in- 

srest, at any time she desired. 

Three months ago, Mrs. Glase- 
mann related, she had need for the 
money, and was told by the in- 
vestment concern that she would 
be paid in full with a check for 


$289. 


lating in Wall street when I began 
my payments,” Mrs. Glasemann 
said. “But I was told the value of 
my certificates always depended on 
the value of the securities held in a 
trust fund for the company’s cus- 
tomers. 

“The salesman said the invest- 
ment was like a bank account, ex- 
cept that it paid 7 to 10 per cent 
interest and that my certificates 
might be worth twice their face 
value some day.

He asserted 
that the application form signed by 
Mrs. Glasemann, as well as her 
passbook and certificates, set out 
clearly that all installment invest- 
ments with the firm were subject 
to the “handling charges” and man- 
agement fee, 

In a report issued late in Sep- 
tember, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission said small in- 
vestors had been induced by “mis- 
representation and fraudulent prac- 
tices to purchase $52,533,000 worth 
of stocks since 1930 by means of 
monthly payments ranging from 
$5 to $10. Of the amount invested, 
the report stated, $17,218,000, or 
about 33 per cent, was lost through 
charges, commissions and fees.

ABOUT THREATS 


Officers of Kansas City 
Retailers Group Say They 
Were Warned Not to 
Testify. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP). 
Officers of a Kansas City (Mo.) 
Gasoline Retailers’ Association told 
the Monopoly Committee today that 
their organization had been threat. 
ened if they testified against ma- 
jor oil companies before the com- 
mittee. 

L. A. Hartley, executive secretary, 
and A. W. Hewett, president of the 
Petroleum Retailers’ Association, 
testified that the threats had been 
delivered by Wilmer Schuh of Mil- 
waukee, president of the Nationa] 
Association of Petroleum Retailers. 

After Hartley’s testimony that 
the national association “was sub- 
sidized and closely linked with the 
major oil companies,” Senator 
O’Mahoney, inquiry chairman, or- 
dered Schuh to appear Monday for 
questioning. 

Hartley and Hewett said their 
organization was regarded as a 
“rebel” group and that Schuh ap- 
‘peared‘ at a conference in Kansas 
City last Jan. 19 and demanded 
that the Kansas City group with- 
draw “its offer to testify before 
the Monopoly Committee.” 

Other Demands Cited. 

The witness said Schuh also 
asked that the Kansas City group 
“cease opposition to major oil com- 
panies, cease publicizing major oil 
companies as monopolies” and co- 
operate in price-fixing agreements. 

Both men said all threats and 
answers were recorded “by a ste- 
nographer placed in the next room” 
and a record sent to “Thurman Ar- 
nold at the Department of Justice 
here.” (Arnold is Assistant Attor- 
ney-General in charge of anti-trust 
work.) 

“If we did not comply Schuh said 
he would revoke the charter of our 
association and start a rival or- 
ganization as he had done in Phila- 
delphia,” Hartley said. Schuh said 
he had close contacts with the ma- 
jor oil companies.” 

“What did you say to Schuh?” 
asked: ©’Mahoney. 

“We tet him tell his story and 
repeat it several times, and then 
told him te go jump in the lake,” 
Hartley replied. 

‘St. Louisan Testifies. 

H. H. Anderson of St. Louis, a 
vice-president of the Shell Oil Co., 
testified yesterday that “high labor 
standards” of the petroleum indus- 


formerly owned and operated to 
former employes under leasing 
ts. 


“Only about 16,000 service sta- 
tions were shifted from 1985 to 
1938," he said. “This is out of a 
total of more than 300,000 retail 
gasoline outlets.” 

He testified that service station 
employes earned an average weekly 
wage of $26.64 for 48 hours last year 
compared with $24.35 for 54 hours 
in 1933. 

He said any attempt to place 
credit for the high level of labur 
standards in the oil industry was 
“mere opinion or conjecture.” 

“We had ‘fine conditions before 
the CIO or A. F. of L. were o 
ing under recent legislatiton,” he 
said. “We have continually in- 
creased wages, reduced prices to 
consumers and still paid stockhold- 
ers a dividend.” 

Earlier in the day George B. In- 
gram, president of a small oil com- 
pany at Canton, O., testifie@ thai 
prices for petroleum products in his 
state were under monopolistic con- 
trol, with most retail dealers fol- 
lowing the price leadership of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio.

CHAPTER FIVE. 

HE exiled Cicero, contemplat- 
T ing the changes fate had 

wrought in his fortunes, 
snatched up a square of parchment 
and scrawled: “Exile is terrible to 
those who have a _ circumscribed 
habitation; but not to those who 
look upon the whole globe as one 
city.” 

Talking to the ex-Emperor of 
Germany, sitting in his book-lined 
study at Doorn, I could see that 
Cicero’s secret of contentment is 
Wi'thelm’s also. Not only does the 
whole globe of the present come 
within the sphere of his interest. 
The pages of the past, sweeping 
back 2000 years or more, intrigue 
him too, and provide a rich field 
for the studies that occupy a major 
portion of his time today. 


The Kaiser’s preoccupation with 
archeology, exploration and other 
scientific and literary endeavors is 
not a recent development, His reign 
in Germany was marked by almost 
unprecedented encouragement to 
research, But Wilhelm was re- 
stricted in the part he himself could 
play. There were affairs of state 
that clamored for attention. And 
the time-consuming pomp and cir- 
cumstance that are an integral 
part of every’ kingly day. 

At Doorn, the Kaiser has the 
opportunity as well as the inclina- 
tion to read, to write, to study and 
to teach, He burrows through 
mounds of printed matter, jotting 
down terse marginal comments. 
He writes, in longhand, a_ daily 
summary of political and economic 
developments, and enlivens the rec- 
ord with characteristic interpre- 
tive comments. This self-imposed 
task, which began soon after he 
crossed the border into Holland, 
has been continued ever since. . 
Though the Kaiser has written 
several books since his exile, the 
pedantic nature of their subject 
matter has made them, for the 
most part, familiar only to schol- 
ars. His early volumes were large- 
ly confined to an explanation of his 
own and his country’s position in 
the events leading up to the world 
conflagration of 1914. His first 
published book bore the formidable 


bles from 1878 to the Outbreak of 
the War.”

HE Veiled Prophet ball as 
its own last night. Always 


a fashion spectacle came into 
a& great style pageant, said to 


be unequaled in this country, much interest was centered 


on the gowns worn by the maids 


and ladies of honor, summoned 


by His Mysterious Majesty, the Veiled Prophet, as members 
of his Court of Love and Beauty. The most vivid imagination 
would indeed be taxed to faney the fashion picture as presented 
at last night’s ball in-a setting of regal splendor. There were 
creations so elaborate as to border on the ‘fantastic; costumes 
that were modified versions of historic creations; gowns whose 
designers Were inspired by events and customs of other lands 
and other eras; and debutante frocks. so lovely as to seem 


unreal. 


The season's mode for evening, as seen at the ball, was 
more feminine than evér, with romantic and frivolous touches 
that enhanced womanly grace and charm. Two evening sil- 
houettes were evident, the corseted bodice with a vast bouffant 
skirt, and the sheath, its slender lines relieved by simple drapery 


or elegant decor. 


As far as the maids of honor were concerned, it was a tulle 


ball. 


Most gowns worn by this group were of this filmy fabric. 


Pristine white tulle, flashing brilliants and silver sequins, fell 
in voluminous folds over hoops; delicate pastel tinted tulle 
through which gleamed rustling taffeta or stiff satin were 
splashed with matching pearls, or billowing skirts were finely 


appliqued with gossamer lace, 


the designs outlined and en- 


crusted with jewels and silver and gold thread. 

There were theme tulle frocks representing seafoam or 
moonlight, achieved by the use of several different tones, one 
over the other. Fashioned with low decolletage or the revealed 
shoulder neckline these beautiful gowns were molded to the 
new wasp-waist.and held in place by the briefest of transparent 
sleeves or by narrow straps of self material or strings of 


rhinestones. 

In addition to the tulle gowns 
there were distinctive models of 
heavy moire, luxurious brocades and 
glistening satins, largely in white 
and off white and soft pastel 
shades, with a dark gown at rare 
intervals. 

The costumes worn by the ma- 
trons were more sophisticated but 
none the less elaborate. Gold and 
silver lame and rich brocades fash- 
jioned some of the most striking 
ensembles. Jersey and dull crepe 
lighted by gold and silver mirror 
paillettes were among some of the 
smartest gowns seen. Velvet still 
held a favored place.

It was worn by 
Miss Ina Fleishel, one of the most 
beautiful of this season’s debu- 
tantes. The fabric is draped to a 
soft off-the-shoulder neckline. A 
shirred panel marks the front of 
the tight corseted basque that comes 
to a point both front and back. The 
skirt, shirred on very full, falls 
over hoops to sweep the floor in a 
slight train. 

The next gown, lower left, is a 
Fifteenth Century costume of 
striped gold lame and white faille, 
worn by Miss Patricia Van Schoi- 
ack.
